Turmoil In France Given an 


Impetus by a Crisis.

Minister of War Bolted, and His 


Colleagues Followed. 


Stormy Scenes During the 


lleeting of Deputies.

Republicans, 


Parig, Oct. SO —The days of Boulan- 


fflsm are returning without a Floquet to 
draw the sword against a factious gen- 
eral, and without a Constant to make 
him cross the frontier. 


The cabinet has been overturned on 


a mere pretext, because bands of peo- 
ple, collected by those defying authority 
while pretending to defend it, have fo- 
mented agitation fnd almost terror. In 
one street the rlotere tried to overturn 
a carriage containing: three American*, 
amid cries of "Down ivith the Jews." 
Evidently the taste for street demon- 
strations Is reviving, and perhaps on 
Thursday, when the court of cassation 
will meet, there will be a renewal of the 
uproar. 


General Chanolne Is the fifth minister 


of war who has declared himself abso- 
lutely convinced of the guilt of Dreyfus, 
and the third who has reslgrned on that 
account. 
His total inexplicable and un- 


expected action in surrendering his port- 
folio Tuesday was the chief sensation lu 
a day of sensational events. 
He dealt 


a veritable coup to the cabinet and pre- 
cipitated a new struggle between the 
military and civil authorities. Yester- 
day was the first time thaft Chanolne 
ever eat on the ministerial bench, and 
his colleagues, knowing that he was 
unaccustomed to the tricks of oratorical 
effects, tried vainly to prevent him from 
ascending the tribune. He spoke briefly, 
with painful Incoherence, and then lit- 
erally bolted from the chamber. 


Tha scenes that followed ^er* almost 


Indescribable. 
When Premier Brisson 


appeared in the tribune he was greeted 
with insults and Imprecations from all 
•idea, but he stopd his ground calmly. 


After attempts upon the part of vari- 


ous deputies to discuss the alleged mili- 
ary plot, the insults to the army, etc., 
their remarks being; punctuated wlb In- 
terruptions and eh errs, Mr. Rlbot, in be- 
half of hie friends, including Mr. Mellne, 
approved Mr. Brisson's statement, and 
added: "We have every confidence in 
the army and do not wish to sa« it at- 
tacked. All republicans are united on 
this subject,*' 


Mr. DeMahy then proposed a resolu- 


tion calling upon the government to "end 
the campaign of Insult -against the 
army," but Mr. Brisson refused to accept 
It. 


Mr. Cavalgraac, the former minister of 


w,ar, rushed to the tribune and demanded 
an immediate d'a^ug^lun of the resolu- 
tion. 
He wa* greeted wltb hostile 


shouts, Including "sabre," "forgery," 
"razor," which caused a great uproar. 
The ehoutfng of 'razor" was probably 
an allusion to the suicide of Lieutenant 
Colonel Henry, who is aald to Jiave cut 
bis throat In his prison cell at the for- 
tress of Mount Valerlen after contesting 
to having forged one of the Dreyfus doo- 
umenta, though It has «lno« been claimed 
that the razor with which the dead was 
committed was not found In the cell of 
the deceased. 


Mr. Brisson accepted the order of the 


day, 
proposed by Mr. Rlbot, affirming 


the supremacy of the civil over the mili- 
tary power, which tvae adopted by a vote 


, 
Arrer tne ministers haa withdrawn the 


chamber adopted, amid cries of "Down 
With the Jews," the order of the day, 
combining the motions of Mr. Rlbot and 
Mr. De Mahy, by a vote of 460 to 2S. 


A fresh tumult was aroused by the 


fleclaratlon of a deputy that all the min- 
isters except General Chanolne ought to 
be impeached. The chamber adjourned 
to Nov. 4. 


It fa the general Impression among 


deputies that President Faure will ask 
Alexander Rlbot to form a cabinet. 


After the adjournment there was great 


excitement, followed by street demon- 
ftratlonn, principally maintained by the 
anti-Semites, in the vicinity of the of- 
fices of the antl -Dreyfus papers. At 
many points the boulevards soon became 
almost I in passable, and there were num- 
erous collision* between the demonstra- 
tors and the police, who had been feat- 
Ing since early morning. Only with th*> 
utmost difficulty wan a semblance of or- 
der preserved, and In many cases It was 
necessary for the cuirassiers to clear the 
streets. 


About midnight a mob of members of 


the Patrlptiu league smashed the wln- 
dowa and glaes stalrcaee of a shop whose 
owner la aald to be a Jew. 


The vigilance committee of tbe social- 


ist pnrtj' has Issued a manifesto con- 
demning the action of General Chanolne 
and denouncing the "make believe Re- 
publican* who have strangled debate In 
the chamber and created a crisis." The 
committee has decided to organize all 
tbe socialists Mid revolutionary Repub- 
lican forces In the country against "mili- 
tary and clerical reaction." 


About 10 o'clock a band of youthful

The interior 
will b» handsomely finished and the 
building: will contain all conveniences 
necessary In a depot. It will be heated 
by steam or hot water. The heating ap- 
paratus will be put in by G. M. Parks 
of Fitchburg. The baggage room has 
lar«e doors front and rear so that 
transferring baggage from wagons to 
the oars and vice-versa Tvil be con- 
veniently done. The roof is boarded 
and will soon be slated ,and it is prob- 
able the building w(ll be In use before 
Christmas. The old depot was burned 
on the 20th of last December and Sta- 
tion Agent Houghton as well as the 
railroad conductors and the traveling

. comes that the old passenger coach 


which has since served as a station 
can be discarded and business tran- 
sacted In the new and up-to-date depot.

sibility that the Fashoda incident may 
result In an open 
rupture 
between 


Great Britain and France, the chances 
are that the complication will be set- 
tled by diplomacy rather than by the 
clash of arms. It would be a lamenta- 
ble misfortune both for Europe and the 
"\\hole civilized \voild for two great na- 
tions to become involved in a devasta- 
ting war over an incident that happen- 
ed in the heart of Africa. 


But if war does come it will be be- 


cause France refuses to accept the in- 
evitable, and, shutting her eyes to her 
own weakness, rushes blindly into a 
Struggle in 
TV hich the chances are 


strongly against her. 
Great Britain 


has undertaken the ambitious project 
of opening up a route under her con- 
trol from Cairo into the heart of Africa 
and probably clear through to the 
Cape. She has pushed a victorious ex- 
pedition under Gen. Kitchener into thp 
Soudan country at great expense and 
trouble, and now she does not propose 
to be thwarted in her on\\ ard move- 
ment by a handful .of Frenchmen TV ho 
have encamped across her pathway 
and who would probably have been 
crushed or driven bark before thi-3 had 
It not been for the overwhelming vic- 
tory of the Anglo-Egypt!an forces over 
the Mahdistti at Omdurman.

England's demand that the French 


"withdraw from Fashoda is strong log- 
ically and strategeticaHy, and it doe^ 
not seem probable that French states- 
men will allow their country to be !"d 
Into war over a controversy in which 
T*rance wnuUl be entirely at a disad- 
vantage with her adversary. However, 
It cannot be forgotten that the French 
are an excitable and self-confident poo- 
pie, and in the present feverish Htate 
of tho republic growing out of the 
Dreyfus affair and the military scan- 
dals that have followed it, there is 
danger that the national restlessness 
may firm vent in the prosecution of a 
foreign war in which all domestic dis- 
sensions would be forgotten. 
As ban 


been previously stated in thcso col- 
umns, the issue of peace or war rests 
entirely with France. 
Great Britain 


haa taken a decided stand. All parties 
In Kntrlanr] arc rally ins nrmind

government In its demand that France 
shall not trespass upon England's pre- 
serves, and France must either with- 
draw from FftHhoda or fight. It would 
be deplorable if in her infatuation ahc

General 
Hustle has supersaded General Apathy in 
command of tlia forces on both Bides. To- 
day the fight is being waged with a degree 
of earnestness, not to Bay bitterness, that 
has rarely been equaled and perhaps never 
excelled in this big town of New York. 


Tfce Judiciary- Contest. 


Outsldo this city there ia of course no 


direct interest in the contest) over the su- 
premo court judges, but hero that fight 
may almost bo said to overshadow the 
Roosevelt-Van Wyck campaign. So far 
as tho Bar association on the one hand 
and Tammany on the other are con- 
cerned, the judiciary campaign is held 
to be of much the greater importance, ana 
many professional men arc working for or 
again«t Mr. Croker In this matter who 
are not interfering at all in the general 
State fight. 


For the benefit of goma readers who may 


not have a clear and complete understand- 
ing of the situation, it may be said that 
Judge Daly, whose renomiuatlon Mr. Cro- 
ker turned down, is a Democrat, that ho 
was nominated for another term by tlio 
Kepublicans because of his general accept- 
ability as a judge and that Mr. Croker's 
objection to him was avowedly bused on 
his failure sufficiently to rtfcognize ''the 
organization."

Mr. Croker caused a lawyer naniod Lev- 
entritt to be named, he being one who 
would be likely to look nftor the faithful.

Curiously enough a number of those 


most prominent in the anti-Lovontritt 
fight are Democrats In politici and have 
held high places in tho party councils, 
though nut intoly in full sympathy with 
its policies. Ono of tho most noteworthy 
of these men, "William B. Horn blower", it 
will be remembered, was named for a 
United States judgcship by President 
Cleveland, but defeated in the senate 
through the efforts of David B. Hill. An- 
other, Bourko Oockran, wns once a mem- 
ber of tho Tammany "BlgF!vo"and a rep- 
resentative in congress from a city district. 
James C. Cartei; a.nd Frederic Couderft 
arc well remembered, by tho public every- 
where, no doubt, for their party activities 
till 1800, when they boramo quiescent be- 
CIHISG of tho silver declarations of the par- 
ty. Edward M. feh'epnrtl, another antl- 
Lovontritt- legal luminary, has been a 
Domocrat for many years, though ho baa 
several times been foremost in revolts 
within tho party against the machine. All 
these men and many moro liko them, 
though loss well known, are for Van 
\Vyck and not for Roosevelt, yet tho Re- 
publicans aro hoping, and not without 
fioino show of reason, that the flntl-Loven- 
tritt movement will carry thousands of 
votes to the Republican gubernatorial 
candidate. It is only fair, however, to say 
that thero aro Democrat a a plenty who be- 
Ilevo the nnti-Itovcnlritt movement will 
edtl strength and rot weakness to tbo 
Democratic state ticket.

is confident that during thesingle month 
of July th» line of cntnuntcatiott main- 
tained by his corps in Cuba was worth 
more to the nation than has been the cost 
<ii' the signal corps of tho army from its 
Inception to the present day. He refers 
to the case \\lih \\hich the: major Rtn- 
•ral commanding the army column nl- 
cnted with Washington, giving impni** 
tant Information and receiving impor- 
tant orders. He then adds: "In addi- 
tion, it Is n-'t pleasant to surmise what 
might have been the fate of the fever 
stricken »r- >y in Santiago had Ita for- 
tune and movements been directed by 
mail instead of by electrical communica- 
tion." 


General Oruely strongly commeiidi 


the use of the war balloon and declares 
that its utility was thoroughly demon- 
strated. Concerning the criticism made 
of the balloon operating at Santiago he 
ssys: "The fort-ing of the signal corps 
balloon to the skirmish line, where its 
position Is reported to have caused srri- 
OU8 loss to the troops by disclosing tlieli* 
movements and attracting the enemy's 
fire, was thv action of Major General 
Shatter, through his chief engineer, Col- 
onel G. SI. Derby, in the face of the pro- 
fessional advice given by Lieutenant Col- 
onel Muxfleld of the United States volun- 
teer signal corps, who was charged with 
the practical operation of the balloon, 
and who, tresides shnring absolutely 
every danger to which Colonel Derby was 
subjected, in addition had his horse shot 
under him in a previous reconnoisance 
of the ground." 
General Grecly says 


that "the signal corps failed to receive 
from Major General Shafter in his origi- 
nal report even a notice that it partici- 
pated in the Santiago campaign," 


An interesting part of General Greely*« 


report is that which relates to the tele- 
graph censorship. Upon this feature h« 
Bays: "There has been a misapprehen- 
sion on the part of many that the signal 
corps exercised a press censorship dur- 
ing the war, an opinion that is entirely 
unfounded, as the chief signal officer iff- 
nored all suggestions looking to an in- 
terference with the free and untram- 
melled publication of press matter, even 
by the most sensational and unpatriotic 
of journals. It may be added that tho 
A.sfnniatfd Press and many of the lead- 
ing* journals, in a most patriotic spirit, 
expressed freely and frequently not only 
their willingness but also their desire to 
refrain from the publication of any In- 
formation that would embarrass the ad- 
ministration or be detrimental to the sue* 
cess of military operations. These offers 
were not pic-kw Icklan, for in more than 
one instance information of the highest 
Interest to the public has never been pub- 
lished to this day, being held secret by 
press associations, newspaper corres- 
spondents and editors as calculated if 
given publicity, to injure the national 
cause." 


Located CervornN Fleet. 


General Greely's report indicates that 


the credit for the location of Admiral 
Cervera's fleet in Santiago harbor be- 
longs to the signal corps, and says that 
"In the interest of history, let alone jus- 
tice to the signal corps of the army, the 
truth should be tolQ. The location of 
Cervera's squadron at Santiago was first 
made by Colonel James Allen, and later 
verified independently by Lieutenant 
Colonel J. E. Maxfield, both officers of th« 
signal corps. The blockading of Cer- 
vera's squadron was due to the con- 
servative action of the president and sec- 
retary of the navy, based on reports and 
representations made personally to them 
by the chief signal officer of the army. 
Secretary Long, alive to the situation, in 
an official dispatch says: "All military 
and naval movements depend upon that 
point'' (the presence of Cervera. in San- 
tiago harboi.) On May 10 Admiral Cer- 
vera entered tire harbor of Santiago with 
his squadron. That very day Colonel 
Allen telegraphed in cipher to the chief 
signal officer: 
'Five Spanish vespeia 


arrived at Santiago de Cuba. Have no- 
tified admiral commanding (Sampson)'. 
The Spanish flagship arrived at Santi- 
ago. 
The admiral (Cervera) hastily 


wired Madrid. On the following momr 
ing he qdded the following information: 
'Pelayo and four cruisers in Santiago. 
No destroyer or torpedo boats arrived 
there. This information was communi- 
cated immediately to the president and 
by his orders to the secretary of the 
navy, who, being impressed by the assur- 
anro of the chief signal officer of the 
army as tn the entire reliability of thia 
report, proved himsrlf equal to the emer- 
gency, and on that very day gave such 
prompt and effective orders as resulted 
in the blockade of Santiago and the ulti- 
mate destruction of Cervrra's fleet." 


The report says that Colonel Allen fur- 


nished cipher advices of the most valu- 
able sort from Santiago daily. He first 
reported that the Spanish squadron was 
short of coal and could not renew Its 
supply at Santiago, and also that the un- 
armored American cruisers off the Cu- 
ban co'ast "were mistaken by the Span- 
ish for the main American fleet," prov- 
ing, says General Oreely, "the wisdom 
and efficacy of Admiral Sampson's or- 
dem by cable that the fast unarmored 
cruisers of the navy should perform 
iwoutfng fluty off San tin go." 
The report 


then adds: "A cipher message of the 23d 
stated correctly that Admiral Schley was 
that dny at Clenfuegos and Cervera was 
at Santiago. Meanwhile, the navy had 
been unable to verify the fact of Oerve- 
ra's presence at Santiago, and as* a re- 
sult the correctness m Lin1 intm-mulion 
furnished by theitlgnnl corps was fiharp- 
ly questioned. The rhief signal officer, 
being informed that the whole campaign 
was conducted upon his representations, 
was naked to verify thia Information 
from othor sources (f possible. Prompt 
action was Uk*n by the chief signal oili- 
cpr, who adopted Kiich Hues of opera- 
tions that thereafter there was scarcely 
a day he was not fn possession of infor- 
mation coming over on$ or more of the 
six cables leading out of Santiago. ' It 
is an interesting anti-climax that when 
Cervera's squadron was destroyed on 
July;*, Colonel Allen, this same officer who 
originally reported the arrival of the flet-t 
on the very day It r«arhe<l Santiago, 
llkrwlne reported by telegraph to the 
chief signal officer thr> fnrt that the en- 
tire flrot had henn destroyed, which In- 
formation was ronveysd trt the projJ- 
6ent and thn country four hour* ID ad<
